JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Our advices from this port by the present mail extend to the 
28th of October. The P. and O. mail from London, Sept. 5, 
arrived out on the 22nd October. The Pacific mail steamer 
Alaska, from San Francisco 1st October, arrived at Yokohama 
on the 27th October. 

A meeting of the Chamber of Commerce has been held, at 
which there was a lengthened discussion upon the subject of the 
Silk Trade. Ultimately two resolutions were passed. The first 
of these resolutions was :— 

That in order to check the tendency of the Japanese Silk Guild 


to over-ride arbitrarily the established usages of the trade, the foreign 
houses be invited not to enter into any transactions in silk upon other 











| conditions than the customs of the trade ruling hitherto, until an 


understanding has been arrived between a committee appointed by the 
Chamber of Commerce and the native silk dealers. 

The second resolution was to the effect :— 

That a committes of three be immediately appointed by the Chair- 
man of the Chamber to communicate with the native silk dealers ; and 
in order to facilitate an understanding, as also to establish the customs 
of the trade upon an uniform and sound basis, the committee be em- 
powered to make to the said Silk Guild the following proposition :— 
That for the weight of paper and strings of hanks, as it actually is at 
present, the tare be fixed at 2} per cent. ; that 1 per cent. upon the net 
weight of the silk sold be taken as a compensation for dampness ; and 
that no other allowance be taken from the sellers. 

The grievance of which the foreign merchants complain, and 
which it is the object of the Chamber of Commerce to redress, is 
thus explained by the Japan Mail :— 

It had become a custom of the trade to weigh the silk to the buyers 
in shirting bags, for which an allowance of 1 Ib. per bag was made by 
way of compensation for the dampness which always exists to a greater 
or less degree as it arrives from the country. It is true that the actual 
weight of the shirting bags being only about 4 Ib., there was apparently 


| a small profit accruing to the buyer; but that compensation was very 


far from being sufficient to meet the losses in weight which occurred at 
the place of destination in Europe. Suddenly the native silkmen, 
without waiting to come to an understanding on the subject with the 
foreign houses, have withdrawn even the small compensation alluded 
to above, and insist upon the actual weight of the shirting bags being 
deducted instead of 1 lb. per bag as heretofore. In strict justice no one 
can object to such a proceeding. But then what are the foreign houses 
to do with regard to the dampness of the silk, which this season in par- 
ticular, has been greater than for many years past? Several firms have 
already submitted unresistingly to the new arrangement. The silk 
market is just now much excited ; many want to buy as much as the 
can and are afraid of being shut out by the native dealers if they de- 
cline to comply with their terms. 

We extract the following items of news 
Herald :— 


On the 23rd Oct., in the presence of the officials of the dock, 
Japanese, and others, the flood-gates of the new dock at Yokoska 
were opened with a salute of nineteen guns, fired by the 
Japanese flagship Riwju-Kan, and the U.S.S. Monocacy, in 
honour of the presence of the Governor of Kanagawa Ken. The 
same evening the largest ship, so far, constructed at the yard, of 
some 450 tons burthen, was launched in the presence of ‘a large 
and evidently interested assemblage, consisting of the officials of 
the yard, the Governor of Kanagawa Ken, Japanese officials, 
and a goodly sprinkle of ladies, as well as many officers belong- 
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ing to the American men-of-war at present in these waters. The 
vessel was named the A‘unjoo, and is intended as a transport in 
the Japanese service. 

The Juprn Gazette says :—The revision of the treaties, which 
it is supposed would commence on the 20th of last month, has 
not yet been taken in hand, and until a report has been handed 
in by Twakura of the proceedings of his embassy, it is unlikely 
any move will he made Tt se eepurted UT EVD since hia return 
thé chief ambassador has been very much indisposed, and his 
next in rank, Kido, having been paralysed, still lies in a very 
precarious state. It is supposed, that even should his life be 
prolonged, he will never again be able to attend to business ; and, 
naturally, great disappointment is felt that the valuable assist- 
ance Kido seemed destined to give to his country, in her scheme 
of reform, will be lost. 

A fracas of a serious character has occurred between the Ja- 

nese police and two seamen of the Italian man-of-war Gari- 

aldi. The sailors refused to pay the fare for two jinrikshas 
they had hired. The owners at once sought the police ; on their 
arrival, however, one of the seamen began brandishing a knife, 
threatening the first comer ; he was seized from behind by one 
of the police, who was forthwith stabbed in the arm severely. 
The second seaman set upon another of the police, stabbing him 
in the back, inflicting a wound some inch and a-half deep, and 
making good his escape. A third policeman had his clothes cut 
in several places, but received no bodily injury ; the policemen 
are now in the hospital. The seamen were brought up before 
the Italian Vice-Consul, by whom they were sent on board the 
Garibaldi to be dealt with. 

The Italian Vice-Consul, Mr. T. Bruni, has pronounced judg- 
ment in a question of considerable importance to silkworm 
ege dealers. The parties to the suit were the Japanese house 
Oscioya, as plaintiffs, and Sig. Meazza, defendant. The action 
arose, it would appear, through the former supplying silkworm 
ecas of a quality inferior to those bargained for by the defendant, 
who, having exported them to Europe, had in consequence 
suffered grievous losses through the non-vivification of the eggs. 
Judgment was given in favour of defendant. 

Hivoshi Fushima no Mya, nephew of the Mikado, who had 
some slight military experience daving the revolution, but who 
atterly had been residing in England to be educated, has peti- 
tioned to be allowed to enter the military or naval service. 

A meeting of the Asiatic Society of Japan was held on the 
22nd October, the chair being taken, by Vice-President Sir 
Harry 8. Parkes, K.C.B, After the reading of the minutes of 
the last meeting, a paper by Captain Descharmes, of the French 
Military Mission, on “The Warm Springs of Kusatsu,” was 
read by Mr. Howell. 

The Autumn Race Meeting has been held, and extended over 
three days. The weather was again everything that could be 
desired, and the attendance was larse. Amongst the visitors 
were Mr. Bineham, the American Minister, and the Duke of 
Genva. The band of the Jron Duke attended, and contributed 
to the success of the meeting. 

Mr. De Long, the retiring United States Minister at the Ja- 
panese Court, has had his farewell audience with the Mikado, to 
deliver his letters of recall. At the same time he introduced his 
successor, Mr. Bingham, to his Majesty. 

The Duke of Genoa still remains here, but he has already paid 
his farewell visit to the Mikado, preparatory to his depaature, 
A grand ball has been given in his honour by the English 
Minister. 

Terashima, the Minister to England, which post he was obliged 
to resign throuch ill health, arrived here by last mail. 

The Mikado is expected shortly to pay a visit to the English 
squadron, now in these waters. 

Sanjo, the Prince Minister of the Japanese Government, is 
dangerously ill.

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

The river waters still continue to run into the west plain, the 
Viceroy’s measures for closing the gaps inthe banks not having 
yet been perfected. A northerly gale has been blowing, accom- 
panied by heavy rain, and the weather has become much colder. 
The cart road which the Viceroy made from Tientsin to Taku 
last year is covered with water since the river and canals burst 
their banks, and carts have ceased to run to Taku. 

The regula: line steamers from Shanghai have been importing 
manufactures in fair quantities. These goods, the property of 
Shanse firms, are chiefly intended for the marts lying north from 
Tientsin. The Tientsin Chinese merchants have no share in 
them, and of course are not benefited by them, but rather the 
reverse. The Shanse men will alone henceforth be the great 
importers of foreign merchandise into Tientsin, for the supply of 
the markets lying north and north-west, and the Chinese reai- 
dent native merchants will look on, doing nothing in the trade. 

M. Geoffrey, the French Minister, arrived at Tientsin from 
Chefoo in the steamer CAzAli on the afternoon of the 18th Oct, 
en route for Peking ; but owing to the northerly storm he was 
delayed in Tientsin till the 21st, when he left by river for the 
capital. 

Captain Garcia, the Peruvian Minister, and suite, arrived at 
Tientsin on the 22nd October, and took up their residence in the 
house lately occupied by the Japanese Minister. Captain Garcia 
has since paid a visit to the Viceroy. 

H. B. M.’s gun-vessel £lk arrived at Tientsin from Newch- 
wang on the 23rd Oct., to take the place of the Curlew, and she 
will remain here till next spring. The Curlew will soon leave 
for Shanghai. The officers of the vessel have given a farewell 
diner to the residents. 

Mr. Sheppard, United States Consul at Tientsin, has returned 
from Japan. 


SHANGHAT, : 
The present mail brings seven days later advices from this 


port, viz, to the 3lst Oct.; the French mail from London 
Sept. 12 arrived out on the 29th Oct. The following items of 
news are from the Worth China Herald :— 


A meeting of Treaty Consuls was held on the 28th Oct, to 
consider an able letter from the Chamber of Commerce in 
to the Woosung Bar. Much discussion seems to have taken 
place, but nothing definite to have been decided on, except that 
another meeting should be called directly an approaching survey 
of the Bar is completed. We are glad to see that the matter 18 
being earnestly taken up. In the meantime the Bar is there, and 
can be dredged. 

It is hardly creditable to the members composing the Chamber 
of Commerce that the meeting called for Oct. 28th had to be 
adjourned because there were only six gentlemen erie Some 
members are away up the country, some probably forgot the 
summons, but this can hardly be true of all the absentees. The 
wet weather no doubt deterred some, but that is hardly a valid 
excuse. ‘lhe Shanghai tendency to leave everything to a com” 
mittee will probably go a long way in explanation. The able 
report festicl last week convinced members that their interests 
were being well looked after ; and they are satisfied. But even 
committees cannot goon for ever ; part of the business of the meet: 


NAGASAKI. 

We have advices from this port to the 27th October; the 
French mail from London August 29 was received on the 20th 
October, and the following P. and O. mail of Sept. 5 on the 23rd 
October. We take the following from the Vagasuki Express :— 

But little news of any description has transpired during the 
week, and indeed the news market, like that for produce, has 
been remarkably quiet in the interval. Signs of activity are, 
however, visible in matters pertaining to the talked about ap- 
proaching Autumn regatta, the day for which has not yet been 
fixed. A ftine-lined Chinese rigged yacht, built to beat all 
comers, has been launched, and uow lies anchored off the en- 
trance to the Sagaramatz Creek, seemingly inviting public 
criticism. Another yet still more wonderfully clever thing is 
reported to be building somewhere in the invisible regions, and 
her whereabouts at present is kept secret from the public. Of 
the old cra.t many have undergone the process of painting, or 
haviiy as much additional specd added to them as new ropes 
or sails will secure. We hear that the canoe race will be one 
with more than usual interest. Several new additions have been 
recently made to the already numerous canoe ficet. 

Two Russian steamers have visited the wreck of the steamer 
Nicolai, and report the steamer to be lying firmly on the rocks, 
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ing was to elect a new one, and it is moreover not encouraging to 
the men who undertake office to find those whom they represent 
fail, when called together to counsel and support their represen- 
tatives’ action by a public expression of opinion. From the point 
of view we have suggested, of conientment with the committee’s 
action, absence may be cousidered a compliment; but the 
apparent apathy is liable to misinterpretation in quarters where 
misinterpretation would be regrettable. 

The trial of Mr. George Ford for the murder of a Chinaman 
named Chow Chin chin was held at the Supreme Court on the 
27th and 28th October. After the case for the prosecution had 
ended, his Lordship eliminated from the case the charge of 
murder, reducing the issue to one of manslaughter, and on this 
the jury brought in a verdict of guilty, with a strong recom- 
mendation to mercy, founded on the involuntary nature of the 
crime. Mr. Medhurst added that prisoner had placed a sum of 
$500 in trust for the benefit of the relatives of the man who 
was killed. Sentence of two ycars’ imprisonment was passed, 
prisoner being also required to pay the costs of the prosecution. 

Another murder has been committed, the victim being Mrs. 
Amelia Harris, a native of the Cape de Verde Islands, and the 
wife of John Harris, a West Indian, employed at the Shanghai 
Gasworks. It appears that husband and wife had lately lived 
apart, the former in a house in the Peking-road, and the wife 
renting a small Chinese house in Tiendong-road, Hongkew, 
where he occasionally visited her. On the night of the 24th 
Oct. the Chinese residents of the next houses on either side 
heard a disturbance going on in Mrs. Harris’s. It did not seem 
to attract special notice, however, and as it did not continue it 
was forgotten until subsequent disclosures gave it prominence. 
Next morning a Soochow woman living six or seven houses off, 
and who was in the habit of supplying Mrs. Harris with hot 
water in the morning, finding that she did not apply for it as 
usual, went to the house, and on opening the door of the lower 
room saw the body of the murdered woman lying immediately 
beneath the staircase. The room in which the murder was com- 
mitted was quite unfurnished, containing nothing but a large 
empty bath. The upper apartment, which deceased usually oc- 
cupied, was well furnished, and did not appear to have been at 
all disarranged. On the table-was found some crochet work and 
a needle, and the bed was undisturbed. The husband of the de- 
ceased has been apprehended on supeen. 

An explosion, occasioning loss of life, has lately occurred in 
Hongkew. The scene of the accident was in a Chinese foundry 
for casting cvoking utensils, a short distance below the Hong- 
kew bridge. About twenty hands are employed at the esta- 
blishment, and at the time named some of them were engaged in 
breaking old iron that had been bought at Soochow. One of 
the number took up a shell which was lying amongst the lumber, 
and, apparently ignorant of the danger he was running, struck 
it with the instrument he had in his hand. It immediately ex- 

loded, and injured several of the men at work close by. One 

d was struck by a fragment in the lower part of his back, 
causing nearly instantaneous death ; another man’s lungs were 
laid open, and his death is also reported ; a third’s knee was 
completely shattered, and a fourth was injured in the leg. Am- 
putation was found necessary in each of the latter cases, and was 
performed. A fifth man has sustained Paap) slight 
Injuries. Directly the explosion occurred the wounded were 
conveyed to the hospital, where they were promptly attended to 
by Dr. MacGowan. A fragment of the hell ell through the 
roof of an adjacent house, doing no injury beyond frightening 
the inmates. 

We have received a copy of the Shanghai Customs’ Returns 
for the three months ended September last ; 516 vesels entered 
and 491 cleared during the quarter, against 570 and 567 respec- 
tively in the same period of ’72. The import of Grey Shirtings 
‘was 923,825 pieces, against 1,056,549 pieees in the corresponding 

uarter, and of T-Cloths only 413,688, against 1,267,434 pieces. 
lish Drills show a decrease, American and Dutch a consi- 
derable increase. The import of Chintzes was nearly double that 
of the ponespone uarter, and of Turkish Reds more than 
double. Damasks, Velvets, Velveteens and Dimities, all show 
an increase; while Lawns and Muslins figure for only 3,998 
pieces, against 28,151. Woollens generally show a considerable 
increase ; Camlets figure for double, and Lastings for five times 
the quantity imported in the same three months of ’72. Lustres, 
Se Stripes, and Cloths also show an increase ; while Long 
js figure for 18,120 pieces only, against 30,170. All Metals 
show a considerable falling off except Tin. An enormous in- 
crease is notable in the import of Kerosine Oil, and a consider- 
able falling off in Coal. A few more Shirtings were sent inland 
under transit pass, but much fewer T-Cloths and Chintzes ; 
fewer Woollens, too, of every kind except Lastings, Figured 
Lustres and Cloths ; 2,285 piculs of Tin were sent inland against 
1,641, but only 5,464 of Nailrod Iron, against 8,907. The Re- 
venue was ‘I's. $43,847, against Tls. 845,739 last year ; and of 
this amount ls. 5,885 were contributed by ‘Chinese-owned 
vessels of the foreign type.’’ 

H. M.’s gun-vessel Ringdove returned to Kiukiang on the 21st 
Oct. from her voyage into the Poyang Lake, with Mr. Mayers, 
Chinese Secretary of H. M.’s ion, on board. The Ringdove, 
which left‘ Kiukiang on the 15th Oct., reached Wu-ching, on the 
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Poyang Lake, on the evening of the following day ; and on the 
morning of the 17th Mr. Mayers, accompanied by Commander 
Pitinan, R.N., and Mr. Brenan, of H. M.’s Consular Service, pro- 
ceeded up the river Kan towards the provincial capital, Nan- 
chang Fu, a distance of about a day’s journey. At Nan-chang 
the reception of the party was quite satisfactory, although great 
excitement was aroused among the people by the arrival of a 
pets of Europeans, and, still more, the sight of the steam- 
aunch which towed their travelling boat. After an interview 
with Governor Lin, and a night’s stay at Nan-chang, the party 
returned down stream, and rejoined the Ringdove, Great credit 
is due to Commander Pitman and the officers of the Ringdove 
for their skilful navigation of the hitherto almost unknown 
waters of the Poyang Take, 

The yacht club held their second regatta on Oct. 27th ; the 
prize was entitled “The Corinthian Cup,” and the yachts were 
worked solely by members of the club ; five yachts started. A 
dispute arose as to which won, and the committee decided that, 
as the owners of the Charm and Emily no doubt each believed 
they were sailing the proper course, the fuirest plan will be for 
these two yachts to sail the race overagain. And the committee 
we believe purpose giving another “ Corinthian Cup,” for another 
regatta. 

The rifte meeting opened on Oct. 24th last. and wos continued 
for four days. The meeting has been a highly successful one. 

We make the following extracts from the Shanghai Courier :— 

H.E. the Taotai, accompanied by Chen, the Mixed Court Ma- 
gistrate, and Mr. W. D. Spence, of H.B.M. Consulate, paid a 
visit on the 25th October to Captain Le Hunt Ward, of H.M.S. 
Thetis, the senior naval officer. The Taotai was received with 
the customary salute to Chinese officials of three guns, but on 
departing Captain Ward paid him the marked honour of order- 
ing the yards to be manned. The appearance the ship presented 
on the execution of the order was very fine, and the “ ai-yahs !’ 
of the crowds of Chinamen who lined: the Bund, watching the 
progress of their lord and master in his own steam launch, bore 
ample testimony to the effect of the spectacle as seen from the 
shore. Of naval etiquette we know nothing, but on the whole 
we are inclined to think that the yards of a British ship should 
not be manned for the Chinese officials resident at this port. 

The Annamese tribute bearers are reported as having passed 
through the province of Kiang-Se ex route for Peking, and from 
the memorial of the Governor of that province we imagine the 
mission is even more than usually out at elbows. He plaintively 
informs the Emperor that they have not even a simple change 
of clothes for the long journey to Peking, but that he had sent 
round a subscription list among the faithful in Kuei-liu-foo and 
has made up a bundle of old clothes for each member of the 
mission. 

Intelligence has been received that the Rev. Dr. Newman, 
Government Inspector of the Consulates of the United States, 
when travelling from Peking to Tientsin, was thrown from his 
pony on the granite pavement of a street in the town of Tung- 
chow, twelve miles from Peking, and rather seriously injured. 
He was at once conveyed by his companions in travel, Major 
Warfield and Mr. Lathrop, to the house of a foreign missionary 
in that town, where he was most kindly cared for. On an 
examination of his injuries it was the opinion of his non-profes- 
sional examiners that his collar-bone was broken and his shoulder 
dislocated. : 

The Storekeepers’ ops value $500, to be raced for at the 
forthcoming Autumn Meeting of the Shanghai Race Club, is 
now on view. The design is as novel as it is rich and elegant ; 
it is a fruit-and-flower stand centre-piece with two small can- 
delabras as accessories. It is of pure silver. From the pedestal, 
polished and embossed, rises a fluted column, from which at a 
height of eight or nine inches expands a circular table or plat- 
form of the same material, into the outer circumference of which 
are let five decorated cut glasses for flowers. On the top of the 
central shaft rises a six-inch figure of one of the Bacchantes in 
frosted silver. The pose is most graceful, and on the uplifted 
hands is supported a beautiful cut-glass fruit-stand about seven 
inches in diameter. The accessories are two frosted silver fruit 
stands representing, we believe, respectively, one of the Bac- 
chantes and one of their festive companions the Lapithae. Round 
the heads of the over the pedestals of the three pieces 
and round the shaft of the centre-piece are curled vine tendrils 
with leaves and clusters in frosted silver of exquisite workman- 


ship. 

Ve learn from Chefoo that on the 20th October, while a heavy 
gale was blowing from the N.E., the British barque Norman, 
from Nagasaki, loaded with seaweed, struck on a rock outside 
English Island, and became a total wreck. The captain and 
steward were drowned, but the remainder of the crew saved 
themselves by clinging to different parts of the wreck, and 
drifted on to English Island. 

The annual dinner of the Shanghai Rowing Club took place 
at the club on the 25th Oct., Mr. R. W. Little, captain of the 
club, in the chair. The attendance was larger, if we are not 
mistaken, than it ever was before, the tables being compactly 
surrounded by forty-seven gentlemen. 

By the steamer Lee-yuen, from Amoy, Admiral Ching, the 
naval commander-in-chief of that part of the Chinese coast, has 
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arrived here. His arrival was greeted with a salute of three 
guns by the Chinese gunboat in harbour. 

Mr. Stoddard, who issued the fraudulent lead warrants, had 
an examination before the United States Consul on Oct. 31. At 
a subsequent hearing he was condemned to three years’ imprison 
ment. 


FOOCHOW. 

The Foochow Herald supplies the subjoined items of intelli- 
gence from this port :— 

Doctor Osgood, of the American Mission, reports that on the 
way to Yeng-ping he passed what had been the site of the 
English Chapel, recently torn down by a Chinese mob ; he fur- 
ther expresses an opinion that if the Chinese would devote the 
same care and attention to public works as they bestow upon 
the demolition of foreign buildings, the country would be greatly 
benefited thereby. 

Bishop Harris and the friends who are accompanying him 
on his tour round the world have made a trip up the river as 
far as Min-tsing, and thence in the little canoes, called by the 
natives “rats,” up the rapids of the Min-tsing river, some 
twenty miles, to Lu-tu, an interior station of the M.E. Mission. 
They were charmed with the grand mountain scenery of this 
region. 

ie extensive fire took place in the western suburb of the city 
on the 27th October, and we regret to add that several lives 
were lost and much property destroyed. 

A review of the Chinese troops in garrison was held on the 
26th October on the Tartar Parade Ground. We understand 
that 3,000 to 4,000 disciplined troops were under arms. 

We understand that thie race-course will, through the courtesy 
-of the Tartar general, be thrown open to the foreign community 
early in November. 

The Herald publishes a lengthy letter signed “Epea Pteroenta,” 
entitled ‘“ Tea Losses and their Causes,” from which we extract 
the following remarks :— 


I do not propose to enter into a complete consideration of the sub- 
ject that heads this letter, which would far exceed my limits; but to 
endeavour, partially, to account for the complaints continually made 
against the trade with China being so unprofitable to those engaged in 
it. That so large a trade should justify such a charge by its results 
must surely prove that there is something wrong in the management 
of it, and (passing over the hackneyed charges of the foreigners’ want 
of acquaintance with the language, the compradore system, &c., &c. ; as 
these circumstances obtained with greater force than now when the 
trade was most profitable ; and the best Chinese linguist ever engaged 
in trade in China assured me that he did not think that his knowledge 
had been of any advantage to him in business, or had put him in a 
better position than others), I propose to point out two points of great 
importance that have a direct tendency to produce disastrous results. 
First : A narrowness of view in the foreign merchants in China, who 
too much confine their attention to the article in question, and its pros- 

ts per se: instead of also considering how it is likely to be affected 
yy the general state of trade. Second: The most unmercantile practice 
of engaging tonnage before the market opens. 

In the first place, the Chinese, with all their shrewdness and natural 
talents for business, are intensely narrow in their views ; and necessa- 
rily 80, for they have no acquaintance with any world but their own. 
Continual contact with them is sure to produce some effect upon the 
tone of the foreigner’s mind. He may begin by clearly repudiating 
such views, but in time, and unperceived by himself, he will inevitably 
become, from familiarity, accustomed to such opinions, and tend to- 
wards the entertainment of similar views. Where he notices the dis- 
tinction he will still be opposed to narrow principles ; but in many 
cases he will unwittingly act upon them, to an extent that, if he could 
bring clearly before his eyes the tone of his mind when he first arrived 
in China, he would be astonished at the contrast. In the second place, 
we are too apt to live in what Sydney Smith called a groove. There is 
too little change in our lives, and the dull, monotonous round of every- 
day life has a rusting effect upon our minds. This was more the case 
formerly than it is now; and, by the daily increasing facilities of tra- 
velling, will, no doubt, be still further ameliorated. 

It appears to me that the range of prices of teas in China is too high 
for the present circumstances of the trade. But why? Is it not lower 
than it was ten years ago? Undoubtedly ; but, on the other hand, 
are not prices lower in England ? And how many of our shippers have 
acilear and distinct view of the reasons of the decline? I shall only 
dwell on two. First, the increased and increasing speed and regularity 
with which Teas are carried to market renders a smaller stock at home 
necessary and sufficient. Hence, and although not larger (in proportion 
to the consumption) than formerly, the stock in London is far too large 
for present requirements. But, second, I believe the principal reason 
to be (and so powerful a cause it is that all others might be passed over 
in silence) the inadequate supply of gold, as compared with the present 
demand. During the last decade, ending in 1869, the supply of gold 
was about £5,000,000 per annum in excess of the demand. -But, since 
the last war, a very large and urgent demand has been created by the 
German coinage. While the supply of gold exceeded the demand prices 
of all produce were inflated, and, consequently, a high range was es- 
tablished during that period ; but, now that the demand exceeds the 
supply, the converse is, of course, inevitable. It is s0 in London; but 
it would seem as if our buyers do not see that it should be so here—at 
least, not to the necessary extent, and then they complain of the Lon- 
don market. The fault is in China, and, I must be excused for saying, 
with the buyera in China. I think that the buyers are responsible fu 
the unreasonable prices paid of late years. The circumstance of the 


firat cargoes having given a profit this season rather confirms the above. 
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arguments, as the reason why they brought better prices than last yeat 
was tho temporary ease and stability given to the London monoy market 
by tho payment of £8,000,000 from the Bank of France tu Germany. 
The effect of this is now over ; Germany is again buying gold in Lon- 
on. France will not repeat this payment, and, should the market not 
open next season Ts. 4 lower than this year, disastrous results are in- 
evitable. The remainder of the present season presents but a gloomy 
prospect, entirely because the prices paid for teas in China have been 
too high. 

It used formerly to be a common practice to engage freight by the 
clipper ships before the market opened, with the inevitable result of 
igh prices at the opening of the season. But why were high prices 
inevitable? Because if one person purchased, all those who had en- 
gaged freight were compelled to fill their engagements. The evil of 
this most unmercantile practice having been proved ad nauseam, by 
continued high prices and consequent ruinous losses, it was at last aban- 
doned. The leasons of experience have been forgotten, or the present 
buyers are not those who were here when this system was exposed and 
given up. During the past two years this vicious practice has been re- 
sumed with the P. and O. steamers, and as this year the cargoes of the 
Venetia and Cathay gave a profit, 1 suppose that it will be persisted in, 
until those who practise it are awakened by a repetition of the heavy 
losses of 1863—losses, richly deserved, by their utter neglect of all 
sound mercantile principles. The market, this year, opened certainly 
four taels higher than there was the very slightest occasion for, and 
almost entirely for this reason. 


HONG KONG. 

Our advices by this mail extend to the 6th Nov. ; the P. and 0. 
mail from London, Sept. 19, arrived out on the 3lst Oct. The 
following items of news are from the Hong Kong Daily Press :— 
It is satisfactory to find that the Chinese Government are 
adopting the sensible plan of offering a courteous reception to 
the Peruvian Minister, and that there seems at last some chance 
of the coolie question being settled upon a basis which will do 
away with many of the abuses connected with it. The Mission 
which is now leaving China is to go to Peru as well as Cuba, 
and we shall thus at last have something like authentic in- 
formation as to the state of the coolies in both of these 
laces. As respects the abuses connected with the coolie 
traffic at Macao, it seems now hardly to be denied that 
the utmost vigilance on the part of the Portuguese autho- 
rities will not prevent acertain number of men being ere 
It isa qe whether any foreign Government would be 
found able to cope with the wiles of coolie-catchers, and if the 
result of the present negotiations is to divert the traffic to the 
treaty ports, and make the native authorities more directly re- 
sponsible for it, while at the same time definite arrangements are 
made for the proper treatment of the coolies when they reach 
their destination, a step will have been made in the right 
direction. With respect to the treatment of coolies in Peru, the 
statements hitherto made have been of so conflicting a character 
that it is very satisfactory the Chinese Government is about to take 
steps to satisfy itself of the actual state of affairs. So far as we 
can learn, we believe a large portion of the accounts have been 
exaggerated. It seems inconceivable that so large a number of 
men as is represented should be kept against their will in Pera, 
as it is asserted that they enjoy considerable liberty there, and 
are not subjected to the despotism of six compauties, as in Cali- 
ornia. 

We are informed that a disturbance of a somewhat serious 
character has taken place at Lin-chaou-foo, in the north-west of 
this province. Some little time back, owing to an attempt to 
lay a squeese on country produce brought into the market-place 
of the above city, such as oil, grain, &., the people went to the 
Yamun of the local magistrate and created a great disturbance, 
insulting, him, and tearing his wife’s clothes from her back. The 
local official for the time gave way, but the affair being reported 
to the Viceroy at Canton, he despatched Pang-yeuk, the Man 
darin of Kowloon, but who has been latterly in Canton, to the 
scene of the disturbance with a few soldiers, but they were un- 
able to put down the insurgents, who on their approach again 
set up the flag of insurrection, and it is stated that a hsge number 
of country people have joined in the opposition to the authorities. 
About a week ago Pang-yeuk eetimed 4 and is now engaged in 
getting up reinforcements, in order to proceed to the disturbed 
district again, with the hope of having better success. 

On the 38rd November a fire occurred at the coal sheds of the 
Messageries Maritimes at Wanchi. The Alliance fire engine, 
manned by Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co.’s watchmen and 
coolies, was soon on the spot, and they set to work so vigorously 
that they succeeded in suppressing the burning of the roof, and 
so arrested the further progress of the flames, pending the ar- 
rival of a drenching supply to deluge the coals. The large 
Government engine appeared with the police, only some time 
after the fire had been got thoroughly in hand. In fact, the 
oo was put down by the Alliance engine three-quarters of 
an hour before any assistance arrived. tt would seem to 
high time that there was a Government engine with a 
stationed at Wanchi, where there is a large quantity of valuable 
property.

The Second Chamber is still discussing the Budget fur Home aftairs, 
and I need only add that the Education question was the topic of the 
day. It was, however, a very warm but idle debate. A vehement dis- 
cussion took place between an Ultramontane and a Jewish member, 
because the first-named dared to say that the Jews were only tolerated 
here. It is probable that the discussion upon this chapter will end to- 
day, but it is doubtful whether the Chambers will be ready with the 
Budget before the end of this month, 8 is stipulated by the funda- 
mental law. The anti-revolutionary party played their last card in the 
form of a motion, proposed by Mr. van Wassenaar Catwyck, although, 
of course, it was not carriedl, so that a good deal of the * national time 
was again wasted. Two seats have bee me vacant. Mr. Hoitian, the 
senior member of the Chamber, has resigned, end Mr. Luyben is ap- 
pointed Cantonal Judge in Bois-le-Duc. 

A great deal of surprise is expressed at the absence of news about 
the Atchin expedition. On the 28th the vessels arrived in the roads 
of Atchin, and up to this moment we have not received any particulars 
about # landing having been effected. This, of course. creates Tuch 
uneasiness, the more because rumours are in circulation thas the “ bad 
season” has commenced again, which prevents the commencement of 
operations Another rumour is that General yan Swieten had dicd of 
cholera, but this has been officially contradicted.

TRADE ROUTES TO WESTERN CHINA. 

Many changes have occurred in the Shan States, and in 
the semi-independent outlying provinces of South-Western 
China, since the time when Captain MacLrop visited 
Kiang Tung and Kiang Hung in 1836, spending eh 
seven days in friendly intercourse with the ruling chiefs, 
authorities and people, as well as with many Chinese 
traders settled at those places. That expedition was the 
firat real effort made to open up an overland commerce 
with the Flowery Land; it has been followed by many 
other exploring enterprises, by a multitude of memorials, 
by frequent discussions and deputations, by not a few 
official despatches, and yet, after all, though a rival nation 
has entered the field against us, little or nothing has been 
actually accomplished towards a complete settlement of 
the question. As a matter of fact, there are a vast number 
of conflicting considerations which puzzle the minds of 
those with whom the supreme decision rests. To begin 
with, there are three competing schemes for the projected 
trade route. 

The first in the field was Captain SprYE. His line is 
the shortest, and runs through a country which is compara- 
tively level ; then there is Major SLADEN, who, though he 

roposes a more circuitous track, and would have several 
ofty mountain ranges to block up his path, has, never- 
theless, the advantage of a river communication, navigable 
for steamers as far as Bhamo. Lastly, we have Mr. 
Coorer, whose project to us appears the most difficult, 

ographically, but who says that he would effect what 
is rivals do not, viz, bring commerce to a point at 
the end of his road where he would be really in direct 
communication with the densely populous and civilised 
provinces of the far interior of China. It is much to be 
regretted that the survey commenced along Captain SPRYE'S 
line by direction of the present Marquis of SALISBURY, 
in 1867, has since been suspended, when operations were 
more than half concluded, on the pitiful pretence that the 
cost of the undertaking ought not to be borne by India, 
and could not be defrayed out of the Treasury chest at 
home. The projects, therefore, remain in abeyance, but 
the interest in the matter among commercial circles by no 
means droops ; and, meanwhile, fresh local incidents and 
unforeseen political changes have most materially altered 
the conditions under which the discussion of the question 
began. First came the rebellion in Yunan, protracted 
skirmishing, brigandage and confusion, which closed only 
with the fall of Taly some few months ago, stifled in its 
cradle the very commerce which English explorers and mer- 
chants were discussing, and which a rival nation has been 
spending its blood and its treasure to secure. When set- 
tled prosperity has returned to Yunan it may be hoped 
that its roads will once more be frequented by caravans, 
and that its mineral riches will be opened up. 

Another event of great importance has been the conduct 
of the French, who having first satisfied themselves that 
the Mekong route was impracticable, concluded a treaty 
with independent Birma, as a preliminary to further action, 
and have now followed this step up by an expedition to ex- 
plore the Tonquin river, scarcely concealing their ultimate 
intention, should the channel prove a navigable one, to 
add northern Cochin-China to their colonial possessions. 
France, howeyer, labours under this marked disadvantage ; 
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she is too aggressive, she does not conciliate, her overbear- 
ance affrights the timid natives ; commerce may be coaxed 
down even an unfavourable channel if gently treated, but 
it can never be whipped like a pack of hounds along a 
coute, however advantageous for traffic and remunerative 
in the market at the end of the line. But while British 
energy and enterprise ought to be stirred up by the com- 
peting efforts of the French, it should not be forgotten that 
an embassy is about to be despatched from Siam to the 
Indian Government, with a view to put the relations be- 
tween Chiengmai and British Birma on a footing more 
satisfactory than that which has hitherto prevailed. This 
will again draw the attention of the authorities at Calcutta 
to the Shan States on the Chinese frontier. An agent may 
oes be appointed to reside at Chiengmai, as has lately 

een the case at Bhamo, and we should cordially welcome 
such an event as this, because an officer of ability would 
not only be able to render important information as to the 
movements of trade along the routes which lead from 
China, but might do much towards getting the native 
authorities to see that their pecuniary interests would gain 
if they were themselves to open up and repair the roads, 
to keep brigandage down, and to extend the security of a 
settled Government to the furthest possible limits. 

We have been led to the foregoing remarks in connec- 
tion with the projected trade-routes to Western China, in 
consequence of a memorial which Captain SPRYE has ad- 
dressed to the Presidents of the Chambers of Commerce 
in this country. The object of that document is not so 
much to repeat the arguments in favour of “ SpRYE’s 
route,” as to comment upon the objections taken by the 
Secretary for India against his scheme, and on the mode in 
which it has been dealt with officially by the present ad- 
ministration. The industry, energy, and perseverance 
under difficulties which Captain SpyRE has so long dis- 
played, entitle him to the highest praise, and we are glad 
that, subject to the additional information which completed 
surveys may bring to light, we can pronounce in favour of 
his plans for opening up China by way of Rangoon, the 
Takaw Ferry and Kiang Hung. If, therefore, we offer ob- 
jections to any opinions which we find in his pamphlet, it 
is in no spirit of hostility, but because we wish to throw 
light upon a question of paramount commercial importance. 
Two arguments have been urged at the India-office in 
opposition to the railway projected by Captain SPRYE. 

1. That it is to benefit the United Kingdom and not India, 
and that, therefore, the people of India, who are very poor, 
ought to be | preva against the expenditure which the under- 
taking would involve. 

2. That the railways in India do not pay the dividends gua- 
ranteed within a million and a half sterling. 

The first of these propositions Captain SPRYE has simply 
crushed. If the railway drew commerce from West China 
into Birma it would be of immense benefit to the local 
traders ; it would bring Chinese immigrants to settle on 
the fertile but uncultivated land there ; and it would swell 
the revenues of that country. Moreover, year by year, the 
officials at Rangoon find that their receipts exceed their 
expenditure, and therefore there are abundant resources 
for at any rate completing the suspended survey without 
adding a single rupee to the general taxation of India. 
But when we turn to the second of the difficulties, the 
argument derived from the fact that railways in India 
do not pay the dividends guaranteed, we find a case 
which it is much less easy to deal with. Captain SPRYE 
replies that, though Indian railways do not pay their 
way, yet that they return their full value as a chea 
means to convey troops, the object principally for whic. 
they were designed. Again, he says his line in Birma 
could be constructed much more cheaply than was 
the case in India. The last of these remarks is a ques- 
tion of fact, and cannot be properly cleared up till the 
survey has been concluded, and an estimate handed in; 
but the preceding one is beside the point. For though rail- 
ways in India were constructed for military purposes, this 
will not be so in Birma. 

We believe that the delays originate in the conflict of 
projects, inadisinclination toexpend money, inasettled repug- 
nance athome to newand perhaps embarrassing enterprises, 
and under such circumstances, though we blame the Indian 
Government fortheir narrow policy in suspending the dae 
we are yet hardly surprised that they have done very little 
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of late to clear the way, and, confining themselves rather 
to tentative action, have established an agent at Bhamo, 
from whom they hope perhaps to receive fuller information 
as to the condition of the Shan tribes and Yunan, and 
as to the routes which commerce on its revival there may 
appear inclined to adopt. A Select Committee is to be 
moved for next session, ‘“ to inquire into the whole ques- 
tion of projected trade routes to the west of China,” and 
this, perhaps the most desirable step that could be sug- 
gested, will result, as we hope, in some effective action to 
open up a much neglected channel for our commerce, which 
may some day turn out to be of immense value to the ma- 
nufacturing interests of Great Britain. 


A MINISTERIAL CRISIS IN JAPAN. 

The items of telegraphic news from New York concern- 
ing the Ministerial crisis in Japan which we published in 
our last issue are somewhat indefinite. This much, how- 
ever, is plainly their import—that the MIKabDo, supported 
by IwakuRA, was desirous of sending a hostile expedition 
to Korea, and that the majority of Ministers who were 
opposed to the scheme had sent in their resignations. The 
pressure thus put upon the MIkapDo was powerful enough 
to induce him to yield his point. The proposed expeditions 
to Korea and Formosa, we are told, have been adandoned ; 
the seceding Ministers have resumed office, and TERASHIMA, 
who had just arrived from this country, has been placed at 
the head of the Foreign-office. Thus the difficulty has, for 
the present, been tided over. But it is plain that the 
Japanese having put on European armour are anxious to 
prove it. They not unnaturally think that having in- 
curred the expense of building an ironclad fleet, and of 
having armed their artillery with rifled guns and their 
infantry with breech-loaders, it is a pity to miss any 
opportunity of demonstrating their superiority over the 
neighbouring nations vi e¢ armis. Little or nothing is 
known of the nature of the dispute with Korea, beyond 
the fact that some months since an Envoy was despatched 
on a special mission to that country, and that on his return 
he, according to report, expressed himself satisfied with the 
reception he had received. That matters did not go quite 
smoothly on the occasion is obvious from the hostile atti- 
tude assumed by the MIKADO, but the strong opposition 
with which the projected expedition was met in the Minis- 
terial Council Chamber shows equally plainly that the 
offence committed by Korea did not amount to a legitimate 
causa belli. The Formosan difficulty was of a less diplo- 
matic nature. Portions of the coast of Formosa are inlia- 
bited by semi-civilised tribes, of predatory habits, who eke 
out their scanty living by pursuing, when occasion offers, the 
calling of wreckers. Within the last few months several 
Japanese vessels have been wrecked on their inhospitable 
shore, and it is to be feared that on more than one occa- 
sion the crews have been murdered. But this, again, was 
not a case calling for a regular invasion of the island, but 
rather for the infliction of punishment upon the offending 
tribe or village. And we are glad to hear that in lieu of 
the contemplated armament an ironclad has been de- 
spatched to settle the business) The immense strides 
lately made by Japan demand that she should give herself 
breathing time before entering on fresh enterprises, and 
that she should count the cost before rushing into needless 
wars. 


THE WOOSUNG BAR. 

ONCE moro we have to complain of this standing nui- 
sance, which, like the Hong Kong and Shanghai Cable, is 
of great public annoyance and a formidable barrier to the 
trade of the port of Shanghai. The last French mail 
steamer Donnai, drawing under nineteen feet, was detained 
three days, which caused a late delivery in London of two 
days. That it should remain without any decided efforts 
at removal is inexplicable, while Mr. Hart, the Chief In- 
spector of Customs at Peking, has accomplished so many 
useful improvements. The necessary expenditure for the 
removal of this stumbling-block should have been in- 
curred even before the erection of lighthouses. Coming to 
the question of cost induces us to quote the descrip- 
tion of a dredging vessel sent out to Calcutta, which 
we fancy woild suit for the reduction of the Woo- 
sung Bar. The cost of such a vessel would be about 
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£20,000, not a large sum, considering the great importance 
of the work to be accomplished. We do not underrate the 
difficulty Mr. HART must find in advising the Chinese Go- 
vernment to adopt these improvements, but we trust that 
he will soon succeed in removing this long-standing 
grievance. The particulars of the dredger alluded to 
above, which was built by Messrs. WINGATE, on Clyde, is 
as follows :—The steam dredger is 415 tons B.M, fitted 
with compound engines of 50-h.p. nominal. She is capable 
of dredging to a depth of 30 feet, and of raising 300 tons 
of stuff per hour. She is fitted with a screw, and can steam 
out via Suez Canal. 


WE hear that the Bazaar and Temple in the Japanese 
Court of the Vienna Exhibition, have been purchased 
by the directors of the Crystal Palace. A great deal 
of the collection has been presented to various museums 
in Austria, and the remaining portion will be sent 
back to Japan. The Emperor has conferred on his 
Excellency Sano, the Japanese Ambassador, the Grand 
Cross of the Order of FRANZ JOSEPH ; on OKUMA the 
Grand Cross of the Iron Crown; on Baron von SIEBOLD 
the Order of the Iron Crown, and on Mr. HENRY von 
S1eB0 cp the Cross of Merit. 


A MEETING of the Straits Settlements Association was 
held on the 10th inst., when resolutions were passed, in 
reference to the resignation of the non-official members of 
the Legislative Council at Singapore, and the Chinese Emi- 
ericn Ordinance, which we understand are to be laid be- 
ore the Secretary of State. 





Tue Privy Council has heard the appeal against the de- 
cision of the Hong Kong Court in the case of the collision 
between the P. and O. steamer Geelong and the sailing 
vessel Glint, and decided against the P. and O. Company 
with costs. 


WE understand that his Excellency Sano will shortly 
leave Vienna for Rome, to which Court he is also accre- 
dited. Baron von SIEBOLD is at present in charge of the 
Legation at Rome. 


THE PROPOSED RAILWAY IN CHINA. 
(FROM A SHANGHAI CORRESPONDENT.) 

The proposal to present the Emperor of China with a short 
line of rail, with engine, carriages, &c., deserves attention. No 
attempt, however seemingly ridiculous, should be sneered at 
which has the very faintest chance of inducing the Chinese, or, 
rather, the Chinese officials, to adopt a railway and telegraph 
system. Considering what North China is—one vast fertile 
plain, teeming with millions, having in the centre of it the pro- 
vince of Shanse, the largest coal-field in the world, and utterly 
destitute of any means of intercommunication, except such as 
the few vile trunk-roads or tracks (for they do not deserve the 
name of roads) afford—it is no wonder that our railway engineers 
and our iron masters, in these days of competition and high price 
of labour, look with hungry eyes at this almost unlimited field 
for their energies, and begin to despair of its being ever opened 
up. As to the localities in which the first railways in China 
should be made, I can only speak authoritatively regarding 
Northern and Central China. These are by far the most im- 
portant parts of the Empire, whether viewed commercially or 
politically, from a foreign or a native standpoint. They contain 
more large cities than any other portion of the globe of equal 
size ; they contain the metropolitan province and the two great 
governing cities of China—Peking and Nanking ; they contain 
the alluvial valleys of two of the largest rivers in the world, the 
best marts for foreign goods, the districts where most of the 
produce for export is grown or prepared, and those which are of 
the greatest mineral wealth. In South China the open ports and 
large cities are, with the exception of Canton, comparatively 
isolated, and not so situated that they can ever become the 
termini of trunk-lines. The lines converging to them must 
necessarily, from the configuration of the country, be local, and 
as the districts of which they are the distributing centres are 
already fairly subserved by water communication, the introduc- 
tion of railways there isa matter of no pressing moment, and 
the Chinese may be left to take the initiative in the matter 
themselves when they see the advantages that will attend their 
introduction in the North. 

In the North of China there is no doubt that railways would 
have an immense success in developing the country, in increasing 
our trade with it, and asa paying speculation to those who 
invest their capital in them. Their advantages alike to the 
country through which they pass and to their promoters once 
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demonstrated, the rest: may be left to the Chinese themselves. 
It is true they heve a wonderful system of vague superstitions, 
and a dreamy belief in Buddha and geomancy, but they are far 
too practical a people to allow either the one or the other to 
prevent a dollar becoming one and a quarter. Railways and 
trade they will not take long to find out are synonymous. 

The southern portion of the plain which stretches from Peking 
to the north of the Chekiang province, comprising the whole of 
Kiang-su and parts of Chekiang and Ganhwin (about 45,000 
square miles of country), is the very heart of China, and the 
great citics studded over it are in urgent want of some better 
means of communication than the existing broken-down water 
system. The population of this part of the country, although 
very large, has been, like that of the whole Empire, much 
exaggerated, being estimated by the Chinese Government of 
1812 and the foreign missionaries of 1873 at over 50,000,0U0 
of people, or over 1,000 to the square mile. It may have once 
been half that in the palmiest days of the present dynasty, but 
there is no country which has suffered so cruelly from devasta- 
tion and rebellion in recent times. To say that its population 
decreased in the terrible times previous to 1864 would be to 
give a faint idea of the awful destruction of life and property 
that took place during the Tai-ping rebellion. However, ten 
years have passed since then, it is still one of the most densely- 

opulated parts of the world, its prosperity is once more return- 
ing, the waste lands are being rapidly reclaimed, villages, towns, 
and cities are being rebuilt, agriculture and trade are re-esta- 
blished, and now that the ruined water system is insuflicient 
for the daily increasing wants, there could be no better agent for 
furthering all these improvements than a railway system bind- 
ing together the large towns. 

The trunk line of this system must take very nearly the same 
direction as the Grand Canal, viz., from Hangchow, the capital 
of Chekiang, to Soochow, the capital of Kiang-su, and from 
Soochow on to Nanking, via Chinkiang. A second line from 
Shanghai, to join what I may call the Grand Trunk of China 
at Soochow, completes the system. At first Nae it would ap- 
pear that the railways could never compete with the junks that 

ly in such numbers between these cities, and there is little 
oubt that were the damage done to the waterways of this pro- 
vince properly repaired, they would have to depend mostly on 
enger traffic. But it will take many years to repair these. 
ndeed, I question if they will ever be so efficient again as they 
have been ; and, besides that, the passenger traffic will be so im- 
mense as to render the carriage of goods quite a secondary 
matter. It will indeed be a golden era for capitalists, and a 
happy year for China, and especially this part of it, when the first 
locomotive goes whistling amongst the towns and villages of 
Kiang-su. 

The difficulties in the way of construction are three, viz., the 
number of the creeks and rivers that will have to be crossed ; 
the nature of the ground which the railways will have to tra- 
verse, much of it so soft as to puabeneal hea ; and the price 
that will have to be paid for the graveyards and graves through 
which they will pass. However, none of these are insuperable 
obstacles ; they are trifles compared with the passive immobility 
of the Chinese officials, and the resolute way in which they seem 
to have set their faces against adopting any foreign improvements 
other than military or naval ones. No progress, comparatively 
speaking, has been made by either the officials or the people 
since the Treaty of Tientsin, and at this present moment the 
Taoutai of Shanghai is doing his utmost: to have the telegraph 
wires between this and Woosung removed or destroyed. 

That is how the problem stands at present. A country of 
immense population and resources, which wants only wal 
appliances and capital to become one of the richest in the world, 
is cursed with a Government resolutely opposed to the introduc- 
tion of either the one or the other. How long this state of 
things is going to last it is impossible to say. Japan and Persia 
are moving ahead, and once on a time their cases seemed even 
more hopeless than that of China; so we are not altogether 
without hopes of going to Peking by rail yet, however faint 
such hopes may be. 


THE IMPORTATION OF SPURIOUS TEAS. 

The following letter has been published by the Echo from Mr. 
Smith Harrison, wholesale tea dealer :— 

T have read with much pleasure your leader on “The Adulteration 
War” in your issue of the 4th inst., in which the grievance of the re- 
tailer of tea is so ably set forth ; but, towards the end of the article, 
you say, “It is, of course, true, that a great deal of the tea said to be 
adulterated in China is really adulterated here,” &c., &c. Now, as a 
wholesale tea dealer, actively engaged in the business for about forty 
years, I have no hesitation in most emphatically denying the truth of 
this statement, and I have no doubt I shall be fully corroborated by all 
who have practical knowledge of the trade. No doubt recent prosecu- 
tions and sensational articles in newspapers have given most exaggerated 
notions to the public, both as to the extent and amount of adultera- 
tion of tea. The grocer is neither the fool nor the knave he is repre- 
sented. He can buy tea sent from China from say 3d. to 3s. 6s. per Ib. 
in bond, and even if he could get suitable leaves collected for his pur- 
pose, he has neither the apparatus nor the technical knowledge requisite 
to manipulate them into the form of tea, in a manner that would pre- 
vent its being immediately detected by the public. Nor could he carry 
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on such adulteration without the assistance of others, who could at 
any time lay information that would utterly ruin him in business, 

In the many convictions and fines which have been enforced under 
this Act, not a single case has been proved in which the defendant had 
himself adulterated the tea, or bought it knowing it to be adulterated 
within the meaning of the Act. In support of this view I venture to 
trouble you with the following extract from a verbatim report of the 
judgment of the stipendiary magistrate of Birmingham, delivered 
there on the 24th ult., upon four grocers who had been summoned for 
selling adulterated tea, and the consideration of which cases had 
occupied the Court several days. Towards the close of his elaborate 
judgment, he saya :— 

“It is not my business to justify the law, but to administer it. I 
have found as a fact that the tea is adulterated, and the Court of Queen's 
Bench have decided that a person selling it without any qualification 
sells it as unadulterated. I have, therefore, no option but to declare 
that the defendant in each case has, by the act of selling, rendered him- 
self liable tu a penalty under the second section of the Act. I wish, 
however, publicly to declare that I have no reason whatever to suppose 
that in any case the seller was aware of the existence of any adultera- 
tion, that none of the ingredients are injurious to health, and that I 
believe the addition of the foreign substances to have been made 
fraudulently by the Chinaman in the manufacture and preparation of 
the tea, and not in this country.” 

The stipendiary proceeds to inflict the penalties and to apportion the 
offences, and I am informed the amount to be paid by the defendants 
is over £200. I believe the magistrate in this instance was most con- 
scientious and painstaking, and desired, as far as the Act would allow 
him, to mitigate the penalties ; yet, what is the result? Four dealers, 
of unblemished character and position, are publicly prosecuted, fined, 
and seriously discredited in their business, for selling tea purchased in 
good faith, in precisely the condition it was received from China, and 
delivered to them by the Customs after they had paid to the Govern- 
ment 6d. per lb. duty thereon, and which was proved to contain nothing 
injurious to health. 

I have no wish to use strong language. I think, however, if we read 
of these proceedings in any other country than our own, we should 
speak of them as most oppressive and unjust. It is the obvious in- 
terest of all who are connected with the trade to have the importation 
of spurious teas stopped. This would be best done by empowering 
duly qualified inspectors, under the Sanitary Authority, to examine 
every chop of tea imported, and to prevent the clearance for consump- 
tion of any that were found unfit for use. Experience abundantly 
proves that a small per centage of foreign substances will inevitably 
be found in all vegetable materials, especially those dried and prepared, 
so that to insist on absolute purity would prevent the importation of 
all vegetable produce. The public can be protected much more 
effectually, and as much less cost, by stopping all spurious tea on its 
arrival, before it is allowed to be paid duty upon, than, as at present, 
by sending an army of inspectors and analysts all over the country, to 
harass and prosecute the retailer, who naturally feels indignant that he 
should be punished for selling in small quantities that which the im- 
porter has been allowed to sell in large quantities, and on which he 
(the retailer) has been compelled to pay to the Government the full tea 
duty before he could clear it from bond. 





- THE HONG KONG AND SHANGHAI CABLE. 
To the Chairman General Chamber of Commerce, Hong Kong. 

Dear Sir,—I have the pleasure to acknowledge your letter of the 
9th August last, addressed to our General Manager (Mr. Fuller) at Sin- 
gapore. This letter has been submitted to the Board of Directors in 
London, and I am instructed to reply that they view with the same re- 
gret as yourself the constant interruptions to telegraphic communica- 
tion between Shanghai and Hong Kong. 

From your letter it is evident that you are aware of the relations 
existing between this company and the Great Northern Company, and 
it is therefore needless for me to explain them. By the terms of the 
agreement this company is precluded from laying a cable between 
Shanghai and Hong Kong, unless under certain circumstances which 
have not yet arisen. The constant interruptions to the cable have not, 
however, occurred without our frequently calling the attention of the 
Great Northern Company to the fact, and we have always been assured 
that the cable was well manufactured when laid down, and is still aub- 
stantially good and strong, and that the causes of interruption ariae 
from wilful damage and anchorage, contingencies to which any future 
cable that might be laid down would be equally liable. 

This company must, however, disclaim all responsibility for the state 
of affairs as suggested in paragraph two of your letter, nor can we see 
why the amicable division of the traffic to which the two companies 
have agreed should cause the Great Northern Company to view with 
indifference these frequent interruptions. During the time of failure 
of the Hong Kong-Shanghai Cable, the Great Northern Company suffer 
a positive pecuniary loss by the suspension of the traffic, and we cannot 
suppose them so wanting in perception of their own interests as not to 
use their very best endeavours for the restoration of their property. 

The two companies are, however, alive to the importance of rendering 
the communication more reliable, and should the present state of affiirs 
continue will, I doubt not, take such steps as may be necessary for its 
security. I cannot, however, bind the company to any particular line 
of action, as the course it may take must depend on the circumstances 
existing at the time, but I doubt not that whatever steps may be taken 
will be satisfactory.—I am, dear Sir, yours truly,

ADMIRALTY COURT, 
THE STEAMER “ LY-E-MOON.” 

In this case the plaintiffs, Messrs. Mahler Bros., as consignees of 
certain goods brought to this country by the Ly-e-Moon, sued that ship 
in respect of damage alleged to have been done to the goods by the de- 
fault or negligence of the owner, master, or crew. It appeared that the 
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Ly-e-Moun was formerly a paddle-wheel steamship belonging to the 
bis avy Government, and had been purchased, as alleged, by British 
subjects, and sailed to this country under a provisional certificate of 
. British registry granted by the British Consul at Yokohama. The 
defendants appeared under protest, and contended that this Court had 
no jurisdiction, by reasun that at the time of the institution of the 
cause George Richard Stevens was a part owner of the ship and was 
domiciled and resident in England. The Admiralty Court Act, 1861, 
which gives this Court jurisdiction in cases of damage to cargo, con- 
tains the following words, “unless it is shown to the satisfaction of 
the Court that at the time of the institution of the cause any owner 
or part owner of the ship is domiciled in England or Wales.” 

The Judge, Sir R. J. Phillimore, was of opinion that the defendants 
had established their contention, and dismissed the suit with costs. 


DEATH IN THE TEA-POT. 

Mr. Effingham Wilson has just published a pamphlet, under the 
title of “ Death in the Tea-Pot.” Ti Ping Koon, who to all intents and 
purposes may be regarded as an anonymous writer, has written a 
brochure which is well worth reading. The writer, in dealing with the 
question of adulteration, calls attention to the fact that although before 
tea is shipped from any port in China, provided it is exported by any 
foreign merchant, it is closely inspected by a tea-taster, yet there is very 
strong evidence that the millions of pounds of rubbish said tu be now 
waiting consumpton in England has never passed any inspection. 
The writer intimates that tea should be adjusted by weight instead of 
bulk, and if more attention were paid to this point tea and not rubbish 
would be imported. Dealing with the broad question of the price of 
tea, Ti Ping Koon is of opinion that if the duty on tea had been main- 
tained at 13s. per lb. we should not have been deluged with cheap teas 
and rubbish. In the writer’s opinion the only remedy which would 
effectually check the adulteration of tea would be found in a re-im- 
position of the duty. This pamphlet is the most useful shilling’s worth, 
and should be read by all.

A correspondent of the Army and Navy Gazette, writing from Hong 
Kong, says :—“ Great insubordination continues amongst the men of 
the 80th Regt. ; one of the privates court-martialed the other dap ap- 

rs to have been one of the Fenians arrested for assisting in the 
lowing up of the Clerkenwell prison in 1867, After the ceremony of 
presenting the Garrison Sergt.-Major with a medal, already reported, a 
private, while marching to the barracks, struck the sergeant of his com- 
pany. He has since been sentenced to five years’ imprisonment.” 

Captain H. C. St. John, just appointed to the command of the Sylvia, 
5, surveying vessel, was in command of that vessel while on the China 
station, and brought her to England in April last. He was originally 
appointed to her in September, 1869, and in May, 1870, recommissioned 
her at Hong Kong, subsequently visiting Nagasaki, Hiogo, Kobe, and 
the east coast of Japan, leaving in September, 1872, for England. 

During the past month Major R. M. Sandford, of the Royal Engineers, 
stationed at Birmingham, has been ordered to Ceylon; Major A. T. 
Storer, at Ceylon, has been ordered home, and Captain D. G. Jones, at 
Hong Kong, has been ordered to the Mauritius. 

The Dutch man-of-war steam-corvette Marnin, Captain A. Reitveld, 
has arrived in Plymouth Sound from Batavia. She has been in com- 
mission for five years, and took part in the first expedition to Atchin. 

Commander E. B. Pusey, who has been appointed to the command of 
the Castor, drill ship at North Shields, served in the Salamis, despatch 
vessel, on the China station, from 1864 to 1869, 
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The report of the directors of the Ceylon Company (Limited), 
to be presented at the meeting on the 16th inst., states that the 
coffee market has continued to improve since the date of the last 
report, and is still rising. The high prices realised enable the 
directors to replace the amounts drawn from the reserve of un- 
divided profits to pay the two last dividends, and warrant their 
proposing the declaration of an interim dividend of 34 per cent. 
for the half-year, being at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum, plus 
the inept kee of which was postponed in June, for the 
reasons stated in the circular then issued. The dividend will be 
paid, free from income-tax, on the 18th inst. The crop which is 
now being gathered in Ceylon will be a small one, but the prices 
ruling for coffee will, it is believed, compensate the deficiency. 
The reports in reference to the cultivation of tea and cin- 
chona in Ceylon are favourable, and some revenue has been 
realised from the latter on some of the Agency Estates. The 
prices obtained for the small quantity of tea already produced 
encourage the directors to extend their cultivation of the plant, 
if land favourable for the purpose can be obtained at a reason- 
able rate, and they hope to extend the cultivation of cinchona 
on land already belonging to the company, but which is not 
suitable for coffee. One of the small estates in Ceylon (Gongol- 
tenne) has been sold, and an agreement has been entered into 
for the sale of Riviere Noire, one of the estates in Mauritius, of 
which the directors hope to be able to report the completion at 
the next meeting. 


The report of the Lebong Tea Company (Limited), to be pre- 
sented on the 19th inst., states that the crop of tea for the season 
just closed will not fall short of the estimate, but will prove 
nearly the same as the last, aud recommends an interim dividend 
for the six months ended the 30th of June, at the rate of 10 per 
cent. per annum, the same as at the corresponding period of bast 
year. 

We learn by telegram that the P. and O. steamer Bangalore 
has left Melbourne for Galle with £597,000, including 113,000 
sovereigns. 


The amounts of Bar Silver to hand during the week have 
been but small. The price has slightly improved during the last 
day or two, and may now be quoted at 58 1-16d. per oz. stan- 
dard. Mexican Dollars are firm at the last quotation of 56}d.

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for last month have been issued, 
and show very unfavourable results, the leading feature being a 
heavy decline in exports. The total declared value of these was 
£19,909,071, against £22,472,958 in November last year, and 
£19,215,513 in November, 1871. The decrease of £2,563,887 
as compared with the corresponding month of 1872 is due to a 
falling off in nearly every item of consequence, and would ap- 
pear still heavier but for the exorbitant values attached to two 
articles—coal and iron. The loss is chiefly in the following :— 
Alkali, chemicals, coal, 10 per cent. ; copper, cotton yarn, cotton 
manufactures, 18 per cent. in value; earthenware, fish, haber- 
dashery, hardware, iron and steel, 15 per cent. in quantity, 9 per 
cent. in value ; linen yarn and manufactures, silk manufactures, 
tin, wool, woollen yarn, and woollen and worsted manufactures. 
The result of the year’s export trade to the 30th ult. is that all 
the gain in the first six months has been neutralised by the sub- 
sequent loss, the total of the eleven months amounting to 
£235,925,830, against £235,445,356 in the corresponding period 
of last year. As regards the importations of the month the total 
declared value was £29,929,817, against £31,653,811 in 1872, 
being a decrease of 5] per cent.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 





The speculative activity which has lately prevailed in several 
of the markets has for the most part subsided, and a general 
slight reduction in value is apparent. On the other hand, in- 
creased buoyancy has revailed in Coffee, owing partly to specu- 
lative purchases, and a further considerable advance has been 
established. Cocoanut Oil has been more active, with large sales 
at dearer rates. Tea is quiet but firm. Silk is dull and lower. 
Galls, Cutch, and Gambier have all declined in value. During 
the last three days the dense fog has caused public sales to be 
for the most part postponed, and business generally has been 
tauch curtailed, 
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TEA. 

Messrs. Shepard, Harrison and Rehden’s Circular says :—A steady 
business has been transacted during the past fortnight, but the increas- 
ing firmness of holders has somewhat checked operations. The export 
trade has been limited.

COFFEE. 

The buoyancy in the market has been prolonged without signs of 
abatement. Several circumstances—the most important of which con- 
sist of the further reduction in stock to only about 9,000 tons, accounts 
from Ceylon reducing estimates of the forthcoming crop to about 
30,000 tons, and generally favourable markets both on the Continent and 
in America—have served to givea further impetus to the demand, which, 
combined with extensive speculative operations, has led to a further 
rapid ascent in value, at which the market, closes with animation. On 
the spot a large business has been effected privately in second-hand 
parcels, and the moderate supplies at public sale have found ready 
buyers, at constantly rising prices, and at the close a total rise of 5. to 
6s. for plantation and 4s. for native and other kinds. For arrival large 
sales have been effected also at rapidly rising prices. In Ceylon large 
sales and resales cf plantation have been eftected in second handa at ad- 
vancing prices, which has been fully supported by the public sales, and 
prices at the close are 5s. to 6s. higher, except for bold, which is barely 
2s.; the entire range being still more contracted, only 5s. divid- 
ing the extremes of small and bold ; the closing value of middling 
is 1198. to 120s. 6d. Native has also been in active demand, closing 
at 107s. 6d. to 108s. for good and ordinary, and 109s. for bold. The 
floating sales have been unusually large, and pricea have advanced to 
115s.
